Salt and Soot. tis said that an impor- 
tant agricultural discovery has recently 
been made, showing that, by the union of 
salt and soot, a most valuable manure is 
produced.

This manure is also said to be 
very good for grain, and especially so for 
potato land, which before had never pro- 
duced more than one hundred and fifty-sev- 
en bushels to the acre, yielding two hun- 
dred and forty after having been manured 
by a mixture of thirty bushels of soot and 
eight of salt.

If these facts are so, is there any use in 
tilling so deep, and may we not confine our 
culture to the surface? By no means. The 
necessity of deep tillage does not rest on 
these facts, be they one way or the other. 

Some of the more general requisites of a 
soil are, Ist, a fand of food for the plants 
it sustains, consisting of those mineral coa- 
stituents and those organic matters adapted 
to feed them, 2d, an evenness of tempera- 
tare. 3d, such a structure as can be easily 
permeated by moisture and air. And 4th, 
such a mechanical density as will allow the 
easy passage of roots through it, and at thet 

beheld 
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The same may be said of potash, soda, 
magnesia and certain acids, all of which are 
ingredients in most of the useful plants. 

In this view of our soils, the presence of 
limestone in large quantities, in any county, 
is second in value to that of no other mine- 
ral; not even excepting coal or iron. 

For, as the productions of the farmer are 
indespensible to persons in every business, 
and as the proper application of lime to the 
soils which are destitute of it, will convert 
them jnto fruitful agricultural districts, the 
value of limestone mast be beyond that of 
any mineral we possess.

Extracts from Mexican Papers, 
The same vessel which brought the des- 
patches to the Navy Department, that we 
publish this evening, brings with it also a file 
of the Vera Cruz Locomotor from the 9th to 
the 19th of October inclusive. 

A decree, witha long preamble, was issued 
by the government on the 2d of October, re- 
quiring from al! holders of town property 
within the republic, whether belonging to in- 
dividuals, convents, societies or institutions, 
a contribution equivalent to a month’s rent, 
tobe devoted exclusively to the support of 
the war, to be paid in four monthly instal- 
ments. Tenants and sub tenants are required 
tocontribute a sum equal to the fourth part 





of a month’s rent. 

The Monitor of the 8th of October says:— 
“We know that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has proposed to the venerable clergy of 
this diocese a mode by which they can con- 
tribute abundant means forthe support of the 
war, without diminishing in any manner the 
value of ecclesiastical property, and without 
prejudice to the rights of individuals. The 
Secretary attended today, at the ecclesiasti- 
cal session, a deliberation upon this impor- 
tant matter; but it appears that the venerable 
clergy postponed their decision, and that they 
are not impressed with the urgent necestity 
of the government for great resources, in or- 
der to save the independence and nationality 


vf Mexico.” 


The Monitor of the 12th of October says: 
“Itis kaown in a positive manner that the 
goverument bas received proposals for a for- 
eiga loan of twenty milions of dollars, and 
that the offer 1s based upon a mortgage of 
the property of the clergy, without invoisng 
auy extravagant demands or irritating pre- 
teusions.”* 

The Republicano of the 13th of October 
says:—"‘We know that Great Britain and 
France have agreed seriously to press upon 
the United States the acceptance of their 
mediation in the differences which exist be- 
tween them and us, for the purpose of put- 
ting an end to the war which they have so 
uujustly and iniquitously commenced.” 

lf any confidence is to be put in the brag 
ging articles in their newspapers, it would 
seem as if voluntary coatibutions to the gov- 
ernment are increasing, end public spirit 
awakening among the people.— but there are 
other indications to the contrary.—The com- 
mittee appointed in Vera Cruz to raise con- 
tributions have reported thatin consequence 
of the deserted state of the city, and cessa- 
tion of business, they do not expect to be 
alle to raise more than $2,921 per month. 

A number of ledies in Jalapa had offered 


with the specific view of repelling them. 

The government had called for exact state- 
ments of damage done to public and private 
property during the war, “the day being not 
distant when we may exact indemnification 
for the injuries which that government (1. e. 
the government of the United Staies) has 
caused us!!” It had also advertised fur pro 
posals for lighting the city of Mexico with 
gas. [Union. 


Camp on the Rio Grande, 11th October, 
1346.—The advance of the army uncer Gen, 
Wool arrived here day before yesterday. We 
made the distance, 187 miles, ia eleven 
marcling days, through prairie country, with 
aburning sun. The advance consists of Ma- 
jor Bonneville’s command of three compa- 
nies of the 6th infantry and one company of 
Kentucky volunteers; two companies of Illi- 
nois volunteers under command of Major H. 
L. Webb; the flying artillery under Capt. 
Washington; two regiments of dragoons un 
der Col. Harney; two companies of the first 
regiment Illinois yolunteers under Captain 
Morgan, and Col. Yell’s regiment of Arkan- 
sas mounted men—together with a train of 
about 200 wagons, each drawn by six mules. 
Not a man was lost or died on the road, and 
not a wagon or mule was lost.
